for 
Paderewski, with whom he won so 
much favor, but has studied under 
other almost equally great pianistj 
and composers. 
ITalsvd By Grainger 
Having completed a recital in Now 
York in the spring of this year, Mr. 
Jonson received a most highly con­ 
gratulatory letter from Percy Grain­ 
ger, the eminent 
Australian artist 
who created such a furore at his first 
appearance in America. A large jvtrt 
of Jonson’s 
programs 
have been 
written especially 
for him by the 
great modern composers, chile much 
of it is his own work, some of his 
notable compositions being, “To the 
Cuckoo," and “The Fawn. * Some of 
the local man's favorite ^selections 
are from the renowned 
composer, 
Sigistnond Stojowski, 
and 
Greig** 
“ March of the Dwarf's’’ he performs 
with especial vivacious coloring and 
a comic eloquence seldom encount­ 
ered amongst pianists. At such times 
his physical handicap may be s-iid 
to serve him to good avail, if that 
is possible. 
Ile W an iii “ M ovies” 
Mr. Johnson tells of many pecu­ 
liar things that have happened to 
him throughout his career, part of 
which was on the vaudeville st»ge 
and with the movie concerns. Don­ 
ald Jonson graduated from the high 
school at Winona in 1900. 
He has 
Played the piano from childhood, al­ 
ways by ear. but his first aspirations 
in the field of music were vocal. He 
went to Minneapolis to study under 
a baritone there and shortly after 
went on the road with a moving pic­ 
ture and vaudeville company touring 
the Dakotas, Minnesota, and Iowa, 
with which attraction hes playing 
was a feature. It was during this 
time that he decided to study on the 
piano, and with the knowledge he 
had acquired while taking vocal les­ 
sons as a foundation, he started out 
but found it most difficult to see 
light in complicated 
piano music. 
Jonson was superstitious. The first 
piece he undertook 
was 
Chopin's 
“ Funeral March” 
which 
he loon 
abandoned because of its association 
with the death of two near relatives. 
"Ju g g le r” has I ti pleasant M emories 
Although prices were exborbitant 
to the young artist, he managed to 
study in Chicago and Milwaukee and 
finally accumulated HOO with which 
to continue, but his room mate, a 
juggler, escaped .with the 
wallet. 
hence Jonson s being 
reminded of a 
hundred dollars every time he plays 
Godard's ‘ Juggling.'’ Thereafter he 
sent his money home, according to 
his autobiography. 
The aspiring artist finally decided 
that he could not “ squander'’ any 
more money on meals if he were to 
continue his work. with the result 
that his weight dropped from 140 
to 114 pounds, when he wag forced 
to return* home. Jonson was urged 
to go to New' York to continue his 
study, but it was back to the picture 
show he went. 
On March 17, 1909 
Jonson met 
and played for Paderewski 
In La 
Crosse, and left for New YorkMhe 
following October to study the piano 
under Danie] Gregory Mason and Dr. 
Percy Goetchius. Jonson was visited 
by his cousin at the time. That cou­ 
sin had lost his right 
arm 
in a 
wreck, so the pair conceived the 
unique and economizing idea of co­ 
operating in the purchase of a pair 
of gloves, each man to take one. 
thereby establishing a custom among 
them.

From this time on Jonson’s rise 
has been most rapid. He came in 
contact 
with 
renowned 
students 
from all parts of the world and nas 
played in many of the highest class 
music halls in America. La Crosse is 
most fortunate in having a genius 
of this degree in its midst and in be­ 
ing able to hear a man of Mr. Jon­ 
son’s calibre.

MADISON, W is., Nov. 
25.— That 
m unicipal ow nership of utilities is 
m aking an advance under the public 
utility law Is indicated by the list 
of private plants purchased by ci­ 
ties since the public utility law went 
into effect. Although five cases are 
still pending, over tw enty plants have 
already been turned over by private 
parties to cities under the term s of 
the indeterm inate feature of the pub­ 
lic utility law. 
Pending before the com m ission at 
the present tim e are three cases for 
the purchase of electric plants by m u­ 
nicipalities and two for the purchase 
of water plants. The railroad com ­ 
m ission m ust fix the value of the 
plant, which the city m ust pay the 
private owners, before the plant is 
turned over. The first hearing fc*- 
the purchase of the Portage Electric 
plant has been set for December 3; 
the final hearing for the purchase 
of the Sheboygan Falls electric plant 
for December 6 and the validity of 
the proceedings for the purchase of 
the Menasha electric plant is being 
challenged in the courts, argum ents 
being heard before the suprem e court 
last week. 
Two proposals for the purchase of 
water com panies 
are 
pending the 
one for the purchase of the Racine 
W ater works com pany was filed May 
3, 1911, but has boon in the courts 
since. The final hearing in this case 
will be held som etim e in December.
